A matter that 
vs-i 11 
interest

dreds of farmers in 
Adams 
County 
was presented to the 
Public 
Service 
Commission on 
Monday 
when 
the 
Philadelphia Milk Exchange filed com­ 
plaint alleging that the rates for haul­ 
ing milk charged by tho 
Philadelphia 
and Reading 
Railway 
Company 
to 
Philadelphia from various 
point" 
as 
far west as Gettysburg 
and 
Harris­ 
burg were discriminatory and unjust. 
The exchange filed complaint against 
the rates of the Pennsylvania over a 
year, but no decision has been, given. 
After testimony had been taken in 
’hi- case the commission was notified 
that the Interstate Com m ene f’ommis­ 
sion had 
determined 
to 
investigate 
milk late- all over the country, includ­ 
ing Philadelphia. 
The case was 
then 
held over. 
For years great quantities of milk 
have been shipped 
from 
Gettysburg, 
Biglerville, 
Guernsey, 
and 
other 
points on the road 
between 
Gettys­ 
burg and Harrisburg. 
E ven 
day 
a 
train leaves Gettysburg at 12:30 p. rn. 
and takes on milk at various .stations. 
From Shippensburg 
another 
car is 
sent, another from 
Botling 
Springs, 
and various others all along the 
line 
to Reading. By the 
time 
the 
train 
it ache 
Philadelphia 
at 
midnight a 
long string of cars loaded 
with milk 
and 
cream 
has J*cen 
accumulated. 
Th* se cars are then distributed 
over 
t the city to \ariou- stations. 
The car which gets its first load 
at 
Gettysburg goes to Fifth un*! 
Willow 
streets and bears, in addition 
to

milk from many 
farms

town, 
that from various farms in the 
upper} 
end of the county, so that it has come 
, to 1*> quite an institution. 
The freight rate charged here is 32 
cents on a milk 
can, containing 
IOO 
pounds and 55 cents on a 
cream 
can 
containing the same#amount.

stated here this morning that no com­ 
plaint had been voiced locally 
about 
the rates Lut it is believed the action 
of Tuesday is part of a general 
plan 
to get a lower figure if possible.
